William Ashby founded The Essex County 
Urban League during the First World War to 
help young Black families moving to the 
area from the South to find homes and 
work, Over the years the group grew 
stronger, fighting the ravages of urban blight 
and the ignorance of discrimination. It 
sought to strengthen Essex County by 
promoting self sufficiency, self respect and 


improved lifestyle among the 
disadvantaged.
